They were all developed as a 


result of research. 


During the war the government 


spent some 2 billion dollars to 
develop the atom bomb. 
£ Th.- Manhattan (atom bomb) 


project was an oil-out research 
job— the biggest that hafe ever 
been undertaken. 


Wheeler McMillen, president of 


the National Farm 
Chemurgic 


Council, says 2 billion dollars is 
probably more than has been spent 
on agricultural research since the 
beginning of time. And he sug- 
gests that it might make sense 
to propose a Manhattan project 
Jar agricuture! It would cost, he 
ftays, only a tenth of what the 
government has spent for food 
subsidies in the last 20 years. 


The need for agricultural re- 


search is more acute than most 
of us realize. 


B. T. Shaw, who has just been 


appointed agricultural research ad- 
ministrator,. says that by 1975 
we'll have 165 million people in 
this country — and we have to find 
out how to produce enough food 


them.. 


Up to this time, when we needed 


more food, we put more land under

cultivation. But the government 
says there aren't over 30 million 
acres left that can be reclaimed. 


That may sound like a lot. But 


Shaw says that to give those, 165 
million people an adequate diet, 
we'd need—not 30 million—but 
227. million acres more than we 
have now. 


We haven't got them. So the 


only answer is to find out how to 
produce more food on the land 
we have. 


That's going to take research. 


And it's high time, Shaw thinks, 
that we recognize that fact. 


Since 1940, he says, the govern- 


ment has increased the amount 
Of money spent for military re- 
search and development 3000%. 


It has increased the amount 


spent for all other research and 
development—except agricultural 
—983 Ve- 
il has increased the amount 


spent for agricultural research 
83%. And the joker there is that 
the cost of doing the research has 
increased 79%. So the net gain 
is practically nothing. 


In other words, we're doing just 


about as much agricultural re- 
search as we were back in 19-10. 


McMillen says that for every 


dollar the Department of Agricul- 
ture has ever expended in re- 
search projects during its whole 
existence we're getting back 5500 
every year!

Poultry Farms 
Earn $3,000 
More Than '30 


URBANA—High-earning poul- 


try enterprises earned $3,000 more 
than low-earning poultry busi- 
nesses for the 10 years 1936-45. 
That's enough to pay a good share 
of a boy's or girl's expenses for 
four years in college. 


That's the report in Bulletin 548. 


just issued by the Illinois College 
of Agriculture and written by M. 
L. Mosher, retired farm manage- 
ment specialist with 45 years of 
experience. 


In Bulletin 548, Mosher reports 


on 100 north-central Illinois farms 
that kept complete records on 
their poultry business for 1936- 
45. Tha 30 farms with highest re- 
turns averaged -$220 income for 
each -$100 spent for feed. The 30 
farms with lowest returns aver- 
aged only $141. 


That $79 difference, when • ap- 


plied to the average flock in the 
group, amounted to just over $300 
annually, or a good $3,000 for the 
10 "years. The average flock of 
157 hens at $390 worth of feed 
yearly. 


The 10-year average return for 


all flocks was $1,77 for each $100 
spent for feed. 


Mosher found six reasons for 


larger earnings when he compared 
the 30 high-earning flocks with 
the 30 low-earners. 


The flocks with highest returns 


earned an average of 88 cents 
(23 per cent) more per hen. 


Feed cost per hen was 53 cents 


(20 per cent) less. 


High-earning 
flocks laid ~22 


more eggs per hen (18 per cent). 


The price received for eggs was

Which Will It Be? 


In a recent speech, Senator Hugh Butler of Nebraska 


dealt forthrightly with the price control controversy. He 
said, "I suggest that it is time our nation face boldly up to 
the issue of price controls and decide whether we intend to 
have a free economic system or a controlled economic sys- 
tem from now on... 


"These controls are supposed to be temporary, yet we 


know from experience that supposedly temporary legislation 
very frequently is allowed to become permanent. National 
emergencies seem to have become the normal thing in Wash- 
ington. 


"The excuse usually given for these controls is that they 


are necessary to counteract inflationary pressures. Actually, 
these so-called inflationary pressures are caused by the gi- 
gantic increase in government spending."

Controls are a form of political buck-passing. In effect, 


they say that retailing, manufacturing, agriculture, labor and 
other groups are responsible for inflation, and so they must 
be controlled by fiat. What they never say is that these and 
other groups are the victims of inflation, rather than its cre- 
ators. The whole inflationary .spiral was caused by the in- 
sane spending of the government. The whole inflationary 
situation is maintained and fattened by the insane spending 
of the government. 


Senator Butler is right. We must choose between a free 


economy—or an economy in a political straitjacket which will 
ultimately undermine representative government. And we 
must make that choice soon.

Don't Be an Easy Mark 


We are living in an age when the fine art of trying to 


get something for nothing is being practiced by nations, 
states, cities and on down to the lowliest pick pocket and pro- 
fessional writers of bad checks. 
, 


Fred Johnson, vice president of the American Stores of 


Philadelphia, has compiled information on the growth of the 
bad- check racket. It reads like a fast moving story. For 
example, he points out that in the trading area of the Ameri- 
can Stores a certain group of banks formerly turned back 
from three to five worthless checks a day. Now they turn 
back eighty each day. The recent crime investigations have 
caused certain lawless elements to switch their activities into 
other types of swindling, particularly the pushing of bad 
checks among merchants, with shoplifting and couilterfeit- 
ing money as side lines. 


After listing scores of examples of the way merchants 


are imposed on and bilked by the bad check artists, Mr. John- 
son gives some sound advice: "Check should never be cashed 
on the basis of casual acquaintance, sympathy, hard luck 
tales, distress telegrams, vague answers, altered credentials, 
haste, bluff and bluster, offended dignity, personal resent- 
ment, threats to report to the main office, or alleged friend- 
ship with an official of the company. Phoned instructions to 
cash checks, regardless of the source, should be disregarded." 


There is no safe rule to follow. Don'-t cash a check for 


anyone whom you don't know or who cannot furnish you with 
absolutely satisfactory credentials.

Several Causes Contribute 
To Sterility in Humans 


"I have been married a year and 


a half" writes Mrs. B., "but can- 
not seem to have a baby . . . One 
doctor has told me I have a cyst 
on my left ovary, and cannot get 
pregnant until I have an opera- 
tion." 


No one knows exactly how many 


married couples there are who 
want children but are unable to 
have them. Judging from what is 
known about the subject, however 
there must be hundreds of thou- 
sands of involuntarily barren mar- 
riages. 


U n t i l comparatively recently, 


the inability to have children was 
always blamed on the wife. It is 
now known that the husband is 
actually responsible in a high pro- 
portion of cases. 


Many possible causes for steril- 


ity exist in both men and women. 
Structural.dcfects (as seems to be 
Mrs. B's case), disturbances in the 
glands of internal secretion (hor- 
mones) and absent or abnormal 
sperm or eggs are among the pos- 
sibilities. 


In many cases, the difficulty, re- 


gardless of whether it is in the 
husband or In the wife, can be dis- 
covered and rectified either 
medical or surgical means.

In women, for example, the 


Rubin test which is used to dig- 
cover whether the passageways by 
which the egg passes to the womb 
are open, has been of great use in 
diagnosing sterility caused by ob- 
struction In the tubes.

In addition to the more definite 


causes for sterility In mm and 
In women, it is now recognized 
that in many cases the inability to 
conceive is not complete, but is 


temporary and merely caused by 
some minor ailment. 


A slight anemia, a vitamin de- 


ficiency, severe underweight or 
overweight, or other signs of being 
below par may be "at fault When 
such things are corrected, fertility 
may be restored in some cases and 
the desired child may soon be on 
the way. 


Considerable skill and experience 


is necessary to explore all the pos- 
sibilities for sterility. Both husband 
and wife must be investigated If 
there is a real desire to find the 
solution. 


It cannot always be found, but in 


an increasing number of cases the 
results are turning out well. The 
successful outcome to problems of 
this kind has meant happiness to 
many discouraged couples.

charge of the propaganda program of the United States information 
service.in Italy, and Leon Dayton, the administrator of the mutual 
security administration, the autogenous pollywog 
of the economic cooperation administration.

Mr. Dayton has the rank of minister. I was 


told in a rather disparaging tone that he had qual- 
ified for his labors and responsibilities running a 
supermarket back home. I Ijave often marveled 
at the abundance of fine food in the supermarkets 
of Tucson, Arizona, which I sometimes visit as a 
spectator, and at the wizardry of those who keep 
the inventories going. So Mr. Dayton's experience 
among the groceries, mops, meats and marshmal- 
lows does not suggest to me a garrulous ignoram- "'"throok p«ier 
ous in an apron slightly gory from the butcher's block but a man 
smart enough to keep a thousand items in mind and a house dick's 
eye on the employes' exit at closing time for frying chickens, slabaCi 
of steak and one thing and another absconding: out of stock. 


Mr. Free's information service puts out all thosu lies about the 


condition of American labor under unions and about our social se- 
curity system. However, these are package goods, shipped in from 
the state department. The documents which Mr. Free and his staff 
have cooked up and planted in Uie factories of the Italian Red belt 
where the Communists are a serious menace, are quite ingenious. 
They camouflage their stuff inside Red covers which seem to con- 
tain legitimate Bolshevik-material but the text inside turns-out to be 
anti-Red. 


We have been paying a disguised subsidy to a little no-dicer 


paper called the Rome American. Doris Duke, who seems to be a 
pretty good egg and made a number of friends among the American ' 
correspondents of Paris and Rome, put about $100,000 into this sheet 
to get it going and still owns some, I believe a majority, of the stock.

•HAVANA, Cuba, (AP)—Veter 


an revolutionary Fulgencio Ba 
tista was back in the Cuban sad 
die again today, pledged to clean 
up "thieving and gangsterism in 
government." He promised elec- 
tions for a new government after 
the cleanup. 


Batista's forces were reported 


in command of police, army and 
navy stations In Cuba's five out 
lying provinces. 


The 51-year-old Batista, who 


ruled the Caribbean island coun- 
try from 1934 until 1944—first as 
a behind-the-scenes dictator and 
then as president—this time called 
himself "chief of the revolution." 
He named a 15-man cabinet of 
civilians, replaced top military and 
police officers as well as Ha- 
vana's mayor and said he, him- 
self, "might possibly become prime 
minister and, as such, head of 
the government." 


Batista is barred 'from 
the 


presidency until October, 1952, by 
a Cuban law requiring an ex- 
president to stay out of office 
eight years. 


President Prio, who had left the 


presidential palace yesterday just 
ahead of Batista-controlled army 
tanks, took refuge early today in 
the Mexican embassy. He was ex- 
pected to ask asylum in Mexico, 
where he lived in exile from 1935 
to 1946.

Forecast Record 
Expansion of 
Electric Poiver 


CHICAGO, (AP)—The nation1 


defense electric power administra 
tor said today that the record ex- 
pansion of the electric power in- 
dustry planned for 1952 and 1953 
does not include "any power sup 
ply" for the projected defense pro 
gram. 


James F. Fairman made the 


statement in a speech prepared 
for the National Rural Electric 
Cooperative Association. 


He spoke of "a program of the 


highest security classification, but 
which I am sure you have seen 
reported in the papers." Obviously 
he referred to a proposed major 
expansion in the atomic energy 
field. 
"If this program materializes," 


he said, "it's influence on the 
power supply situation in 1953-54 
will be felt throughout the coun- 
try." 


Fairman said that last year 


about seven million kilowatts of 
new generating capacity were 
added by the power industry to set 
a record. This year's expansion 
s planned to be more than nine

When a dog is reprimanded with 


a newspaper he not only develops 
an animosity toward it, but he is 
either afraid or he loses face and 
feels embarrassed. 
It is quite nat- 


ural then that he transfer the ani- 


nosity for the newspaper to anyone carrying one. 
This can be 


roadened -very easily to any delivery personnel. 


Equally difficult is the task of getting a puppy, too young

Martin P. Cooney of the Cleveland 
racket squad said Continental sub- 
scribers have millions invested in 
race news equipment. 


"It may not pay them (Conti- 


nental's operators) to keep on pay- 
teg that Western Union bill." said 
Cooney. "But there's millions tied 
up in that wire and it would be 
too costly to tear it all out." 


Continental subscribers, the Ke- 


fauver senate crime 
committee 


said, fan out horse race results to 
bookies all over the nation..Con- 
tinental insisted that,all its sub- 
scribers had legal operations. 


In Columbus, Chairman Robert 


L. Moulton of the 
Ohio Public 


Utilities Commission, 
smiled at 


Continental's decision to close. He 
said the organization could fold, 
then spring1 up under another 
name. 


Moulton's c o m m i s s i o n had 


scheduled a hearing into Continen- 
tal and Western Union Telegraph 
Co. operations for March 19. That 
still will be held, he said. He 
wants thsm to explain why, as 
he claims, the two are supplying 
race news to bookies in Ohio, West 
Virginia, Pennsylvania, Kentucky 
and Michigan.

Police say a 39-year-old Evansville 
man has confessed slaying a serv- 
ice station operator in Galesburg, 
111., a year ago.

said Clarence Lester Veal. 39. 
asked to be "locked up" yesterday 
after he made an oral statement 
that he killed a "Pop" Hudson in a 
filling station robbery at Gales- 
burg in May, 1951. 


Fisher said Veal related he knew 


Hudson .and the latter recognized 
him during the $125 holdup. The 
detective said Veal contended Hud- 
son acted as if he were reaching 
for a gun and Veal shot him five 
times. 


Galesburg police confirmed there 


had been such a killing, Fisher 
said.

Truman Can Count on Support 
From Pennsylvania Delegates 


PHILADELPHIA — (AP) — 


Should President Truman decide to 
run again for the Democratic pres- 
idential nomination he can count 
on strong support from the Pour 
sylvania convention delegation. 


Gov. Adlai Stevenson of Illinois 


currently is rated ahead of Sen. 
Estes Kefauvcr of Tennessee, ac- 
cording to delegates who expressed 
their views in an Associated Press 
poll. 


The statewide poll today, six 


weeks before Pennsylvania's April 
22 primary, shows 21 convention 
votes definitely set for Truman— 
if he is a candidate. 


Pennsylvania has 70 convention 


votes. Twenty delegates-at-large 
already have been selected by the 
Democratic state committee. Each 
has a half vote. 


Another 32 delegates arc unop- 


posed at the primary. 


The AP poll reached 11 of the 20 


at-large delegates, 26 of the 32 un- 
opposed and 42 of the 48 who are 
opposed—a total of 79. Here's how 
they say they would vote on the 
first ballot: 


Truman 48, Stevenson 7, Kefauv- 


er 2, "favorite son" 1, undecided 
20. This includes the votes of six 
at-large and 18 unopposed district 
candidates who said they are for 
Truman, and will cast 21 votes at 
the convention. 


Asked to make a second presi 


dential choice the 79 turned in this 
boxscore: 


Truman 5, Stevenson 27, Kefauv- 


er 6, Sen. Richard Russell of Geor- 
gia 1, Chief Justice Vinson of the 
supreme court 1, undecided 39. 


Many of the delegate candidates 


shared in drafting the recent, reso- 
lution in which the Democratic 
state committee urged President 
Truman toibe a candidate for re- 
election. 


Most prominent of the dissenters 


is Richard Dilvvorth the 1950 Dem- 
ocratic nominee for governor who 
now is district attorney of Phila- 
delphia as the result of the party's 
resounding victory here last year. 


In a letter to state committee 


members, Dilworth said he is op- 
posed to the renomination of Tru- 
m-an and "hopes" the president will 
not choose to be a candidate. 


"I would go for either Stevenson 


or Kefauver," he said.

Membership in 
Churches Doubles 
Population Jump 


NEW YORK, (AP)—The Na- 


tional Council of the Churches of 
Christ in America has statistics 
to show that church membership, 
far from "dying" in America, |s 
growing twice as fast as the pop- 
ulation as a whole. 


While the -population of the 


country as a whole was growing 
only 28.6 per cent between 1926 
and 1950. the council said yes- 
terday, the total membership of 
the larger church groups increased 
59.8 per cent. 


The figures cover 67 religious 


bodies having more than 50,000 
members each. They represent 98 
per cent of all members of some 
256 religious groups in the coun- 
try. 


The 67 groups, the council said, 


have increased their membership 
in the 24-year period from 53,- 
397.575 to 85,319.274. 


The council represents Protest- 


ant and eastern Orthodox churches.
